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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: Ex, AM, IN, and CO 
(See page 9, lines 12, and 31-34). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: IF, BP, PM, PI, P2, 
Ml, and M2. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 

in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except diat an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1, 11-12, and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
KlebanofFet al. (6,533,952). 

Regarding claims 1, 11-12, and 15-16, KlebanofF et al discloses in Fig, 1 a lithographic 
projection apparatus, manufacturing method, and device comprising a radiation system to 
provide a projection beam of radiation; a support structure constructed and arranged to support 
patterning structure, the patterning structure which can be used to pattern the projection beam 
according to a desired pattern; a substrate table to hold a substrate; a projection system to project 
the patterned beam onto a target portion of the substrate; and a radiation source to supply 
radiation capable of removing contaminant particles, including water, adhered to an optical 
component without substantially heating said optical component (Col. 1, Line 65 through Col. 2, 
Line 20; Col. 2, Lines 46-67; Col. 3, Line 5 through Col. 4, Line 9; Col. 6, Lines 1 1-59). 

aaim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinaiy skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-10 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Klebanoff et al. in view of Tanaka (6,496,248). 

Regarding claims 2-4, 6-7, 9-10, and 13-14, Tanaka discloses the radiation being selected 
from the group comprising microwave and infrared radiation, and being directed onto the 
contaminated particles, wherein the frequency of the radiation is in the optimal range (Col, 25, 
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Lines 1-20). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include a radiation source selected from the group comprising microwave 
and infrared radiation because both sources are commonly used in devices utilizing lithography. 

Regarding claims 5 and 8, Tanaka discloses the optical component comprising quartz or a 
compound selected from a group comprising CaF2, BaF2, and MgF2 (Col. 24, Line 61 through 
Col. 25, Line 12). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include the materials disclosed by Tanaka for the optical component 
because such materials are well knovra in the art.
